FORM  OF  BEQUEST  TO  ANY  OF  THE  BOARDS. 

The  State  laws  differ  so  much  that  no  one  form  will  answer  in  all  the  States,  but  in  every  case 
it  is  essential  to  give  the  rigut  corporate  name. 

Bequests  for  Home  Missions  should  be  made  to  “ The  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  Stales  of  America ,”  which  is  now  the  corporate  title. 

Of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  corporate  name  is  “ The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America .” 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New  York,  under  the  style  of 
"The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America 

The  Board  of  Publication  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  under  the  style  of 
“ The  Trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication .” 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  is  incorporated  under  the  style  of  “ The  Trustees  of  the  Church 
Erection  Fund  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America ,” 
incorporated  March  31, 1855,  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Bequests  that  have  been  made  to  the  u Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly or  to  the  “ Trustees  of 
the  Presbyterian  House,"  for  Church-  purposes,  will  be  valid. 

All  Bequests  made  to  the  incorporated  Boards  or  Committees  of  the  two  late  Assemblies  are 
valid,  and  will  be  received  by  the  Boards  which  are  their  legal  successors. 

The  Reliel  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Ministers 
requires  the  following  form: 

“ I give  and  bequeath  to  my  executors  hereinafter  named, dollars  in  trust,  nevertheless, 

that  they  shall,  within months  alter  my  decease,  pay  the  same  to  the  Trustees  of  the  General 

Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  for  the  use  of  the  Fund  for  Dis- 
abled Ministers  and  their  Families.” 

When  real  estate  or  other  property  is  given,  let  it  be  particularly  designated. 
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BOARD  OF  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  pages  of  the  Record , during  the  last  few  months,  have  contained  full 
accounts  of  the  ravages  of  the  grasshoppers  and  other  pests — the  excessive 
heat  and  long-continued  drought  in  certain  portions  of  the  country.  But 
those  portions  are  nearly  all  beyond  the  Mississippi.  The  older,  more  cul- 
tivated, and  therefore  more  productive  portions  have  “ brought  forth  abun- 
dantly/’ 

In -New  York  and  Pennsylvania  the  wheat  crop  was  much  more  than  was 
expected  ; the  hay  and  the  corn  crop,  the  supply  of  potatoes  and  fruits  were 
abundant,  and  all  have  brought  remunerative  prices.  The  agricultural  dis- 
tricts are  decidedly  prosperous.  The  same  has  been  true,  generally,  in  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  and  Illinois.  They  constitute,  at  the  present 
time,  the  most  prosperous  section  of  the  country.  They  have  been  substan- 
tially free  from  the  calamities  that  have  fallen  on  those  farther  West,  and 
have  not  suffered  from  the  panic  as  much  as  the  farther  East. 

The  lessons  to  be  learned  from  these  facts  are : 

1.  The  heart  of  the  country,  that  portion  from  which  the  bulk  of  our 
resources  is  drawn,  is  in  a healthy  condition.  There  can  be  no  doubt  about 
the  ability  of  the  Church  to  relieve  the  debt  of  the  Board  and  pay  all  we 
have  promised  to  the  missionaries. 

If  there  is  any  shortcoming,  it  will  not  be  from  necessity,  but  from  general 
indifference  to  the  work.  If  the  pastors  and  elders  in  all  our  churches  will 
bring  the  subject  forward,  and  givea7^  the  people  an  opportunity  to  contribute  ; 
if  all  will  awake  to  the  interests  involved,  and  plan  wisely,  and  pray  and  think 
more  about  Home  Missions,  we  shall  close  the  year  without  a debt. 

2.  There  is  now,  also,  a fine  opportunity  for  churches  that  have  been  re- 
ceiving Home  Missionary  aid  in  these  prosperous  sections  of  the  country,  to 
become  self-sustaining.  The  greatest  number  of  missionary  churches  are  in 
the  rural  districts,  and  those  districts  were  seldom  more  prosperous.  The 
products  of  the  earth  have  been  abundant,  and  prices  good.  Let  such  churches 
then  have  pity  on  their  more  afflicted  neighbors  west  of  the  Mississippi.  Let 
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the  missionaries  themselves  stir  up  their  people,  and  encourage  them  at  this 
critical  period  to  strike  for  independence  and  self-support.  Let  them  imitate 
the  courage  of  their  hard-pressed  brethren  in  the  West;  let  them  say  to  their 
people,  “We  will  not  draw  Home  Missionary  aid  any  longer — we  will  not 
consent  to  it,”  and  their  people  will  cheerfully  assume  the  burden  in  many 
cases. 

3.  But  if  they  cannot  be  wholly  self-sustaining,  now  is  a good  opportu- 
nity to  reduce  the  amount  applied  for  from  the  Board.  Prosperity  at  home 
and  suffering  elsewhere — what  other  arguments  can  be  necessary  to  induce 
a spirited  missionary  and  people  to  increase  their  own  contributions  and 
relieve  the  Board  ? The  suffering  must  have  move  help,  therefore  the  pros- 
perous must  ask  less. 


FROM  HOUSE  TO  HOUSE. 

Warrensburgh,  Mo. 

The  great  work  to  be  done,  outside  of  regular  pastoral  work  in  one’s  own 
church,  is  to  gather  together  and  preach  to  those  who  never,  or  seldom,  hear 
preaching  uuless  it  is  taken  to  them.  They  are  to  be  reached  in  the  school- 
houses,  and  by  visitation.  This  western  country  is  full  of  those  who  once 
were  members  of  some  church,  but  coming  West,  with  various  excuses  have 
justified  themselves  in  neglecting  and  almost  forgetting  the  means  of  grace. 
They  will  not  come  to  town,  but  will  go  to  the  school-house.  I think

three  or  four  of  the  smaller  of  the  feeble  congregations  in  a circuit  charge 
for  one  man,  is  the  best  for  securing  the  spread  and  growth  of  our  own 
denomination.  Something  like  the  Methodist  plan  of  circuits , regular  preach- 
ing, and  administration  of  ordinances,  though  it  be  at  long  intervals,  will  hold 
the  different  poiuts,  and  is,  in  my  opinion,  making  better  use  of  a man  than 
to  allow  him  to  settle  over  a small  congregation,  where  often  there  is  little 
prospect  for  growth. 


SOWING  THE  SEED  AND  WAITING  FOR  THE  HARVEST. 

N , Ills. 

The  precious  seed  must  be  sown  or  there  will  be  no  harvest.  This  is  the 
work  of  the  missionary.  In  the  economy  of  God’s  spiritual  husbandry,  the 
missionary  is  the  sower  rather  than  the  reaper.  He  must  sow  beside  all 
waters;  sow  in  the  morning,  sow  in  the  evening,  in  season  and  out  of  season, 
and  the  Divine  promise  is  that  a harvest  will  be  reaped;  but  the  seed  must  be 
sown.  The  missionary  must  be  emphatically  a hunter.  When  a boy,  I 
used  to  hunt  among  the  mountains  of  Virginia,  my  native  State.  I did  not 
go  into  the  thick  woods  and  sit  down  on  a log,  and  wait  for  the  game  to  come 
to  me.  To  be  successful,  I had  to  hunt ; the  game  was  sought  in  the  tangled 
thicket,  in  the  gorge,  on  the  lofty  hill  and  mountain  spur.  The  sinner 
must  be  hunted  ; he  will  not  come  of  his  own  accord.  The  bread  of  life  must 
be  carried  to  him,  or  he  will  perish.  My  heart  almost  faints  when  I think 
of  this.  How  much  land  yet  remains  to  be  possessed  ! A mighty  work  yet 
remains  to  be  done — but  the  laborers  how  few.  The  Board  of  Missions  is 
doing  a glorious  work  as  it  stretches  its  great  arms  from  sea  to  sea,  yet  it 
must  have  more  money,  more  sowers,  more  hunters  to  do  the  great  work  it 
has  undertaken.  In  this  work,  I am  content  to  spend  and  be  spent.

The  15th  of  the  present  month  will  complete  my  third  quarter  in  connec- 
tion with  our  Home  Board.  And  I have  it  to  say,  and  the  saying  expresses 
the  joy  of  my  heart,  that  God’s  smiles  of  approbation  have  been  resting  upon 
us  in  this  region,  in  a very  marked  degree,  for  the  past  eight  or  nine  months. 
The  gospel  has  been  faithfully  preached,  and  its  glorious  truths  have  been 
made  effectual,  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  in  reaching  the  hearts  and  consciences 
of  men.  Our  extra  meetings  held  in  this  place,  continued  during  the  entire 
month  of  April,  indeed,  I may  say  they  covered  a period  little  short  of  six 
weeks.  The  word  was  accompanied  by  Divine  power.  Christ’s  followers 
have  been  revived.  The  temperance  cause  has  gained  ground.  Sinners 
have  been  converted  and  brought  into  the  fold  of  Jesus.  The  Methodists 
have  had  an  addition  to  their  church  of  about  twenty  members.  We  have 
received  in  all  thirty-four,  most  of  them  on  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ. 
We  feel  that  our  denomination,  in  both  of  my  fields  of  labor,  has  been  greatly 
strengthened. 

California  will  roll  up  about  40,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  this  fall,  or  some- 
thing near  this  amount.  Our  region,  I mean  the  Davisville  region,  is  filled 
with  wheat.  We  intend,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  to  make  an  effort,  in  the 
course  of  a couple  of  months,  to  put  improvements  on  our  church  to  the 
extent  of  $1000.  I have  had  a hand  in  building  six  nice  churches  in  this 
State.  Our  church  here  needs  this  improvement,  and  it  must  have  it,  Provi- 
dence permitting.  I am  short  of  money.  I cannot  pay  all  my  debts,  al- 
though my  people  are  very  prompt  in  paying  stipulated  salary.  Please 
remit  as  soon  as  you  can.  Yours  very  truly,  A.  F. 


LABORS  AND  SUCCESSES.

Dear  Brethren — The  past  quarter  has  been  one  of  great  labor  and  of  large 
reward.  At  P C , nearly  all  the  grown  people  are  already  profes- 

sors of  religion ; so  I turned  my  attention  more  particularly  towards  the 
youth.  The  Lord  blessed  the  effort,  and  while  Christians  are  quickened, 
their  children,  that  is,  the  older  of  them,  have  been  led  to  profess  Christ. 
We  have  received  two  by  letter  and  seventeen  on  profession  of  their  faith  in 

the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  At  B , the  way  is  more  open  among  adults. 

Thirteen  young  men  and  women  have  united  with  the  church.  The  work 
there  is  new,  and  the  people  need  instruction.  I am  led  to  cry  “ Who  is 
sufficient  for  these  things?”  And  I am  greatly  strengthened  by  the  declara- 
tion “ Our  sufficiency  is  of  Christ.” 

Much  important  truth  was  placed  before  the  people  during  our  protracted 
meetings.  Our  dependence  is  on  the  truth,  and  one  great  advantage  our 
people  have  derived,  has  been  an  increase  in  their  knowledge  of  God,  more 
especially  his  law,  his  love,  and  what  should  be  our  exercises  towards  Him. 

The  work  is  great,  the  field  large  and  needy ; but  I know  that,  if  I am 
faithful  and  wise,  the  reward  will  be  large  and  lasting.  J.  S.  D. 


“ ON  THE  VERGE  OF  STARVATION/’ 

Perry , Kansas. 

Dear  Brethren— In  giving  my  quarterly  report,  I would  say  that  I have 
spent  all  my  time  at  the  places  named  in  my  commission  and  the  school- 
houses  contiguous.  It  is  a fact,  to  which  other  denominations  are  not  blind, 
that  Presbyterianism  is  stamping  its  character  upon  the  people,  and  on  ac- 
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count  of  this  others  are  doing  all  they  can  to  gain  the  popular  ear,  and  very 
frequently  this  is  done  in  a way  that  is  foreign  to  the  religion  of  Christ.  In 
my  charges  everything  has  been  as  prosperous  as  could  be  expected,  and  I 
have  always  had  full  houses,  even  in  the  very  hottest  of  the  weather.  Things 
have  materially  changed  in  Perry  in  the  last  few  years  in  favor  of  religion. 

But  now  God  has  laid  his  heavy  hand  upon  us,  for  he  has  sent 

THREE  SCOURGES, 

the  grasshopper,  the  chinch-bug,  and  drought  over  this  part  of  the  State, 
and  many  are  now  reduced  to  the  verge  of  starvation,  having  raised  nothing 
this  summer.  Men  who,  last  year,  were  able  to  give  quite  liberally  to  the 
church,  now  find  themselves  without  a dollar.  Some  fields  are  not  as  bad  as 
mine,  but  some  are  worse.  All  I can  look  for  is  what  the  Board  has  pro- 
mised, which  is  a very  small  amount  to  live  on,  when  the  things  that  we  have 
to  live  on  are  high.  I shall  be  very  much  obliged  if  the  Board  can  send  me 
a check  as  soon  as  possible.  I have  my  expenses  to  meet,  and  to  do  this,  we 
must  have  the  money,  for  now  a man  might  as  well  try  to  fly  as  to  buy  with- 
out money.  I am  persuaded  that  this  is  going  to  be  a hard  year  for  mission- 
aries, for  their  fields  cannot  aid  them.  Hoping  to  hear  from  you  soon,  I am 
yours,  T.  A.  R. 


Nebraska. 

In  my  last,  I reported  my  three  churches  in  a prosperous  and  growing 
condition  for  frontier  work.  Since  then  the  great  grasshopper  plague  has 
finished  its  work,  and  turned  this  beautiful  land  into  a desolation.  Hundreds 
are  leaving,  and  many  never  to  return.  This  lessens  the  membership  of 
these  already  feeble  churches.  This  condition  disqualifies  the  churches 
to  come  together  and  hold  their  meetings  during  the  winter  months.  Then, 
but  little  can  be  done  for  the  want  of  fuel  to  warm  places  of  worship,  and 
clothing  to  go  out  to  meetings  for  worship. 

The  hopeful  view  of  the  cause  is  in  the  fact  that  the  most  of  them  are 
homesteaders,  who  were  once  in  the  army,  and  never  knew  what  it  meant  to 
give  up  for  disaster;  and  being  men  and  women  of  true  grit,  their  motto  is, 
“ Try,  try  again,”  and  if  any  good  thing  can  come  out  of  Nebraska,  to  have 
it.  They  seem  resolved  to  “ fight  it  on  that  line,”  if  it  takes  them  another 
year. 

Since  my  last  report,  I have  held  three  communion  meetings,  one  in  each 
of  the  three  churches.  Three  members  were  added  to  the  church,  two  by 
certificate,  and  one  on  profession  of  faith.  The  fact  need  not  be  concealed 
that  these  churches  will  be  wholly  unable  to  do  anything  for  the  support  of 
the  gospel  for  one  year  to  come.  When  I commenced  my  work  with  the 

churches  of  Y and  H counties,  they  were  to  pay  me  their  part 

after  harvest ; but  that  time  has  come  and  past,  and  I have  received  about 
eighty  dollars  from  the  entire  field  during  the  year,  above  what  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  has  paid  me.  My  buggy  horse  died  on  my  way  here  last 
fall.  I traveled  the  best  I could,  meeting  all  my  appointments  until  spring; 
I then  bought  a horse  on  time,  the  friends  promising  to  pay  for  it ; but  pay 
day  came,  and  no  money  with  it,  so  I sold  the  horse  to  pay  for  it,  and  sold 
buggy  and  harness  to  pay  board  bill,  as  the  draft  was  so  long  coming.  But 
amid  these  discouragements,  I have  enjoyed  my  work,  and  feel  thankful  to  God 
for  his  blessing  on  my  year’s  work  in  Nebraska,  and  I am  willing  to  keep  the 
field  when  it  can  be  improved  by  the  people,  and  be  of  service  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  Church. 

I have  never  met  with  greater  sacrifice  among  any  people  to  show  good 
will  and  appreciation  to  the  minister  for  the  sake  of  his  work. 
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Now  you  can  seeswhat  would  have  been  our  lot,  only  for  your  generous 
Board  of  Home  Missions.  Thanks  to  the  Board,  to  the  Church,  and  to  God 
for  its  benefactions.  I do  not  know  anything  special  of  these  churches,  as 
named,  differing  from  my  last  report,  only  the  facts  as  indicated. 

These  feeble  churches  would  be  prompt  and  liberal  in  the  support  of  the 
gospel,  with  ordinary  prosperity,  but  as  it  is,  every  dollar  given  now  is  taken 
from  the  stern  necessities  of  the  mother  and  children,  poorly  clad,  and  no 
better  fed. 

These  counties  are  newly  settled,  and  by  men  who  were  poor,  and  came  on 
these  plains  to  seek  homes.  These  settlers  stake  their  all  on  the  first  two 
years  of  their  stay  here.  Alas!  the  plague  has  destroyed  so  many  bright 
hopes,  both  as  to  their  homes  and  the  church  which  they  so  much  love. 

I will  give  this  as  my  closing  report  for  the  year  in  Nebraska.  The  year 
has  been  one  of  toil  and  hardship,  but  of  more  than  usual  success.  I have 
shared  the  privations  of  this  frontier  life,  but  I have  done  it  as  unto  the  Lord 
and  his  Church. 

My  prayer  is,  that  the  Board’s  work  will  be  greatly  blessed  in  this,  and  in 
all  parts  of  its  great  field.  T.  K.  H.

Dear  Brethren — 1 have  been  late  making  out  my  report.  Not  but  that  I 
needed  the  money.  I knew  the  Board  was  behind.  I have  been  waiting  to 
report  good  news  in  our  church,  spiritually.  We  have  been  laboring  for  and 
looking  for  the  outpouring  of  God’s  Spirit.  God  seems  to  be  holding  a bless- 
ing over  us.  He  is  doubtless  waiting  until  we  are  prepared  to  receive  it. 
We  have  communion  in  two  weeks,  and  we  expect  several  additions  to  the 
church.  The  last  year  has  not  been  a year  of  growth  in  our  church.  Our 
congregations  have  been  very  good,  but  there  has  been  less  manifest  results 
than  any  year  of  my  ministry.  Not  the  riches  but  the  cares  of  this  world 
have  choked  out  the  word.  If  God  would  make  us  rich  spiritually,  we  would 
be  richly  repaid  for  all  the  poverty  he  has  sent  upon  us.  All  looks  dark  for 
us,  so  far  as  meat  and  bread  is  concerned,  but  I will  get  through  much  better 
than  many  of  my  dear  people.  Thanks  be  to  God,  it  is  a Father’s  hand  that 
is  upon  us,  and  it  is  our  Father.

The  Board  has  already  paid  out  for  work  done  before  the  transfer  $23,671  89. 
That  is  to  say,  $11,085  67  have  been  paid  out  by  the  Board  more  than  the  receipts 
from  all  sources  whatsoever.  The  Treasurer  estimates  that  $7,000  are  yet  due 
for  work  done  previous  to  the  transfer. 

Two  things  are  manifest  from  the  above  statements.  1.  That  the  Board  is 
doing  all  it  can  be  expected  to  do  to  carry  on  the  work,  as  shown  by  excess  of 
payments  over  receipts.  2.  That  the  Church  must  contribute  promptly  and  «nore 
largely  to  the  treasury  of  the  Sustentation  Department,  if  she  desires  for  this 
important  work  a successful  prosecution.  The  men  who  have  performed  the  work 
patiently  and  faithfully  are  in  great  straits  for  the  money  promised  them.  How 
long  must  they  wait?  In  these  hard  times,  waiting  is  difficult  and  painful.  The 
letters  published  below  from  Sustentation  pastors  clearly  describe  the  condition 
and  wants  of  their  families  and  fields.  We  trust  they  will  be  read  carefully  and 
prayerfully.  The  law  of  Christ  is  to  bear  one  another’s  burdens. 

G , Ills.,  September  15 tk,  1874. 

Dear  Sir — I am  sorry  to  trouble  you,  but  I feel  constrained  by  my  necessities 
to  appeal  to  you  for  aid.  I am  one  of  the  pastors  under  the  Sustentation  Scheme — 
have  a wife  and  five  children,  giving  is  expensive  in  this  place,  and  yet  I could 
get  along  very  well,  did  I receive  my  full  salary  with  any  degree  of  promptness. 
My  little  church  has  been  quite  prompt  in  paying  me  what  she  promised,  but  the 
Sustentation  owes  me  for  services  rendered  since  the  10th  of  December  last,  and  I 
am  in  distressing  need  of  it.  Thus  there  is  due  me  on  last  year  one-half  the 
amount  promised  me,  and  there  will  soon  be  one  quarter’s  salary  due  me  on  this, 
the  third’ year  of  my  connection  with  that  Scheme.  With  the  expectation  of  get- 
ting soon  what  is  due  me  on  last  year,  I have  borrowed  money  at  11  per  cent, 
interest.  This  I was  compelled  to  do  in  order  to  meet  claims  that  were  pressing 
against  me,  and  now,  if  I do  not  get  money  from  you,  I do  not  know  what  to  do. 
My  note  is  given  for  $250,  and  must  be  met  by  the  1st  of  January  or  my  security 
must  suffer.  Then  there  are  claims  against  me  for  rent  and  grocery  bills,  and 
Life  Insurance  which  must  be  met  soon.  I must  pay  my  insurance  claim  by  the 
8th  of  October  or  forfeit  my  policy. 

I lay  these  things  before  you  to  show  you  my  necessities,  and  I beg  of  you  to 
send  me  help  as  soon  as  possible.  It  grieves  me  that  the  wealthy  churches  do 
not  give  more  to  the  Sustentation  Fund.  Hoping  to  hear  favorably  from  you  very 
soon,  I remain  yours  in  Christ,  S.  Y.  McK. 

F , Wayne  Co.,  Ills.,  September  14 th,  1874. 

The  Presbytery  of  C , at  its  fall  meeting,  recommended  F church  to  the 

Board  of  Sustentation  for  $500,  for  one  year  from  the  1st  of  October,  1873.  The 
application — in  proper  order — 20  per  cent.  ($25),  and  all  was  forwarded,  receipt 
acknowledged,  but  by  some  oversight,  no  commission  was  sent.  After  a lapse  of 
time,  I called  the  attention  of  Brother  Jacobus  to  the  condition  of  things.  His 
explanations  showed  that  Sustentation  was  falling  behind,  but  he  confidently 
expected  to  make  it  all  right  in  May.  It  is  now  September.  With  the  exception 
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of  two  collections  in  this  church,  amounting,  I think,  to  $17,  which,  by  consent 
of  the  Board,  was  paid  to  me,  I have  not  received  a dollar,  and  have  been  living 
since  the  1st  of  last  October  on  the  $500  promised  by  the  church.  The  advance 
payment  was  made  by  the  church  on  the  1st  of  October,  1st  of  January,  1st  of 
April,  and  reports  duly  forwarded.  But  not  hearing  from  Sustentation,  has  so 
discouraged  the  church  that  they  hardly  pay  at  all,  and  I am  now  threatened 
with  loss  from  both  sides.  Relying  on  Sustentation,  I contracted  a debt  of  $250, 

in  exchanging  my  house  for  the  one  in  F in  which  I live ; were  that  paid,  I 

could  reduce  my  expenses  to  the  $500,  and  not  call  upon  the  Board.  But  if  it  is 
not,  would  it  be  possible  to  obtain  $250  for  two  quarters  from  Sustentation,  and 
let  the  rest  go  to  the  account  of  hard  times?  You  can  sympathize,  IMoubt  not, 
with  one  who  is  willing  to  take  a lull  share  of  the  u hardness,”  but  to  whom  a 
debt  unpaid  is  a lion  and  a bear.  Your  brother  in  Christ,  K.  C.  G.

THE  TREASURY. 

On  the  first  of  November  the  Board,  instead  of  having  been  able  to  pay  all  its 
debts  and  be  in  a condition  to  send  the  appropriations  due  on  that  day,  by  the 
summer  and  fall  contributions,  found  itself  with  notes  in  bank  to  the  amount  of 
$5,000,  and  with  $297  to  meet  them;  so  that  it  stood  exactly,  to  commence  the 
winter,  with  a balance  against  it  of  $4,703. 

The  Board  could  not  keep  the  students,  in  the  peculiar  circumstances  in  which 
they  are  placed,  without  the  means  which  they  need,  and  which,  in  behalf  of  the 
Church,  had  been  promised.  It  therefore  went  again  into  bank,  and  borrowed 
what  was  necessary  for  immediate  use.  So  the  day  when  we  write,  November 
17th,  every  student  whose  recommendation  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Rides  of  the  Board  has  been  paid  for  the  quarter.  Some,  whose  recommendations 
are  not  yet  satisfactory,  have  not  been  paid;  but  we  trust  to  have  the  money  for 
them  from  the  churches  as  it  is  needed. 

The  demands  upon  the  Board  from  November  1st  till  May  1st  are  renewed  each 
alternate  month.  It  is  needful  that  the  collections  which  are  made  by  churches 
at  this  season  should  be  liberal. 

CANDIDATES  RECEIVED. 

The  total  number  of  candidates  received  on  recommendation  from  the  Presby- 
teries, at  the  last  four  semi-monthly  meetings  of  the  Board,  has  been  375.  The 
recommendations  not  yet  made  in  accordance  with  the  rules  appointed  for  the 
Board,  and  the  number  which  are  daily  coming  in,  lead  us  to  suppose  that  the 
number  for  the  present  collegiate  year  will  be  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  year 
past.  It  should  have  larger  contributions,  to  clear  off  debts. 

“IIE  SEALETH  UP  THE  HAND  OF  MAN.” 

In  this  month  of  December,  will  you  receive  kindly,  and  profit  by  the  sugges- 
tion of  some  of  the  lessons  which  God  addresses  at  this  season  to  thoughtful  and 
praying  men? 

Another  winter  has  come.  How  important  to  each  of  us,  spiritually,  is  this 
season  of  the  year!

God  has  many  ways  of  arresting  our  carnalities  and  worldliness;  and  of  com- 
pelling us  to  meditate  on  his  providences  and  word,  to  pray,  to  turn  our  hearts 
and  devote  our  lives  and  resources  to  a more  holy  service  on  earth,  and  to  prepare 
our  spirits  to  appear  before  the  great  “ white  throne .” 

Night  is  such  an  arrest.  And,  as  “in  the  beginning,”  so  now  “the  evening 
and  the  morning”  are  blest.  God  sees  that  they  are  “good”  for  us. 

The  Sabbath  is  such  an  arrest.  Oh  what  would  our  souls  do,  in  this  dark,  barren , 
wicked  world,  without  a weekly  glimpse  through  these  windows  of  heaven! 

Sickness  is  an  occasional  and  most  precious  opportunity  to  the  spirit. 

“Thou  art  like  Night,  0 Sickness  ! deeply  stilling 
Within  my  heart  the  world’s  disturbing  sound, 

And  the  dim  quiet  of  my  chamber  filling 

With  low  sweet  voices  by  life’s  tumult  drowned. 

Thou  art  like  awful  Night;  thou  gatherest  round 
The  things  that  are  unseen,  though  close  they  lie; 

And  with  a truth  clear,  startling,  and  profound, 

Giv’st  their  dread  presence  to  our  mental  eye.

Winter  is  a grand  annual  spiritual  opportunity.  It  is  a season  of  arrest  of  the 
processes  of  all  vegetable  life  by  the  cold,  and  of  the  supply  of  the  soil  and  earth 
with  moisture  for  the  droughts  of  the  summer.  Even  the  beasts  repose.  Surely 
man  should  learn  its  heavenly  design  !

Winter  puts  a seal  on  the  outdoor  employments  of  men.  It  is  the  great  season 
for  intellectual  effort,  a time  for  the  most  earnest  devotion  to  those  studies  which 
are  to  furnish  the  minister  of  the  gospel,  and  candidate  for  the  ministry,  and  the 
wise  servant  of  God,  with  all  that  varied  knowledge  which  is  so  necessary  for 
instructing  and  moving  the  minds  and  hearts  of  men. 

It  is  the  period  for  much  prayer  and  deep  meditation  upon  one's  own  spiritual 
wants;  upon  the  questions  of  God’s  ways  and  purposes  in  us;  upon  the  methods 
in  which  we  can  best  advance  the  kingdom  of  mercy  through  Christ  on  earth; 
upon  the  sources  of  guidance,  help,  comfort,  and  success;  upon  the  certainty  and 
possible  proximity  of  death,  which  shall  forever,  as  to  opportunities  of  telling 
sinners  howto  be  saved  and  of  glorifying  the  Redeemer  here,  be  sealed  up  in  the 
icy  grave;  and  upon  our  waking  again  in  the  resurrection — ‘‘for,  if  we  have  been 
planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  His  death,  we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of 
His  resurrection.”  “Christ  the  first  fruits;  afterward,  they  that  are  Christ’s,  at 
His  coming.” 

It  is  the  time  for  earnest  instruction  of  the  Church,  of  labors  for  revivals  of 
religion,  and  of  efforts  to  inspire  men  to  sympathetic  and  prayerful  cooperation 
with  the  means  and  instrumentalities  by  which  the  great  body  of  Christians  with 
which  we  are  connected  endeavors  to  fulfil  its  part  in  educating  and  sending  forth 
men  to  preach  the  gospel.  It  is  a time  to  teach  believers  the  obligations  imposed 
by  their  participation  in  the  sacrament  of  baptism,  and  in  the  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  supper;  to  awake  them  to  their  momentous  responsibilities,  and  those  of 
their  sons  and  daughters,  to  a world  which  is  yet  lying  in  sin,  through  the  sloth 
and  covetousness  and  unbelief  of  professed  disciples  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
eighteen  hundred  long  and  dreadful  years  since  he  made  on  the  cross  an  all-suffi- 
cient atonement  for  the  sins  of  men. 

Ah,  it  has  been  all  a long,  long,  winter  through  which  the  Church  has  been 
passing  since  Christ  was  on  earth.  But  the  time  of  the  “ latter  rain”  is  very  near 
now.  It  has  begun  to  fall  very  abundantly  in  Scotland  and  Ireland.  There  have 
been  glad  signs  to  assure  many  waiting  and  anxious  hearts  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
is  preparing  great  blessings  for  us  and  for  the  world.  He  says  by  many  provi- 
dences : “ Break  up  your  fallow  ground,  and  spw  not  among  thorns.”  “ Break 
up  your  fallow  ground : for  it  is  time  to  seek  the  Lord,  till  he  come  and  rain 
righteousness  upon  you.” 

TOBACCO. 

We  believe  that  few  of  the  students  aided  by  the  Board  of  Education  use  tobacco. 
The  Professors  of  some  of  our  principal  institutions  think  that  wrong  impressions 
have  been  created  by  inconsiderate  articles  in  the  newspapers  on  this  subject. 

But  they  should  “ be  clean  who  bear  the  vessels  of  the  Lord.”  And  now  at  the 
beginning  of  another  collegiate  year  it  is  proper  for  us  to  call  the  attention  of 
students  to  this  subject.  We  are  bound  to  notice  the  fact,  that  so  painful  to 
many  excellent  people  is  their  observation  of  the  use  of  tobacco  by  young  men 
preparing  for  the  ministry,  that  we  open  letters  containing  contributions  for  the 
Board  with  such  words  as  these  added : “Not  one  cent  for  tobacco.” 

A brief  minute  of  the  Board  exhorting  students  against  this  pernicious  habit 
was  published  a couple  of  years  ago.  We  allude  to  the  subject  now  for  the 
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purpose  of  asking  those  students  who  do  use  tobacco  to  consider  seriously,  and 
with  prayer  to  God  for  sincerity  of  purpose  and  willingness  to  deny  themselves 
where  needful  for  Christ’s  sake,  such  points  as  the  following : 

1.  Tobacco  is  in  its  nature  one  of  the  most  deadly  of  poisons  ; and  must,  and 
does , even  in  small  quantities,  greatly  injure  many  constitutions.  Nine  medical 
men  in  ten  declare  this  to  be  so. 

2.  Its  use  creates  a disposition  to  intoxicating  drinks.  Many  a young  man 
kindles  thus  appetites  which  destroy  him  in  body  and  soul. 

3.  Tobacco,  as  prepared  for  common  use,  is  largely  drugged  with  opium,  and 
some  other  very  dangerous  narcotics.  The  importation  of  opium  to  this  country 
has  of  late  years  become  enormous  in  amount,  and  the  use  of  it  is  ruining  many 
victims,  both  male  and  female. 

4.  The  example  of  ministers  in  using  tobacco  has  been  pled  by  many  other 
persons  who  have  been  injured  by  it  5 their  example  in  abstinence  from  it  has 
supported  many  in  practicing  the  same. 

5.  The  expenditures  for  this  hurtful  drug  in  the  country  are  counted  by  many 
millions  of  dollars  annually.  It  is  appalling  to  contemplate  the  waste  of  pecuni- 
ary means  which  might  be  made  to  do  so  much  for  the  comfort  and  improvement 
of  men,  and  families,  and  society. 

6.  Many  professed  “ Christians”  spend  a larger  or  smaller  amount  in  this 
wretched  way,  which  they  owe  to  the  Lord  that  bought  them,  for  the  salvation  of 
the  lost  through  the  spread  of  his  gospel  among  all  nations. 

7.  Sincere,  industrious,  pious  people  are  often  prejudiced  against  ministers,  so 
that  they  receive  little  benefit  from  their  preaching — and  many  are  prevented 
contributing  to  the  education  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  related  objects — 
by  observing  that  money  which  they  have  earned  hardly,  and  which  they  have 
taken  from  uses  for  which  it  was  required  in  their  own  families,  has  been  thus 
foolishly,  wastefully,  hurtfullv,  wrongly  spent. 

8.  One  bad  habit  hinders  a man's  own  growth  in  grace,  undermines  his 
strength,  prevents  that  entire  consecration  to  God,  and  the  ends  of  his  holy  king- 
dom, which  is  one  great  secret  of  efficiency,  success,  and  joy  in  the  service  of  God. 

There  are  some  who  read  this  article,  who  are  not  candidates  for  the  ministry, 
to  whom  it  should  suggest  self-denial  in  their  own  persons.  Perhaps  they  should 
give  to  Christ  money  which  they  now  wrongfully  use  upon  their  appetites.  Per- 
haps they  withhold  money  which  is  needed  by  scores  of  faithful  students,  who 
are  suffering,  because  some  one,  for  whom  these  are  not  accountable,  abuses  the 
beneficence  of  good  people.  God  has  laid  no  duty  of  self-denial,  and  of  personal 
consecration,  and  of  general  obligation  to  a dying  world,  upon  these  young  men, 
which  he  has  not  also  laid  upon  every  one  who  hopes  for  final  redemption  through 
the  blood  of  the  cross. 

DRILL  THE  OFFICERS. 

In  very  many  of  the  great  conflicts  recorded  in  history  it  has  been  manifest  that 
the  presence  of  some  one  man  has  been  the  cause  of  success  on  the  one  side  or  the 
other.  The  military  skill,  the  unquenchable  courage,  the  quick  energy,  of  the 
leader  of  a host,  or  even  of  some  one  regiment,  has  turned  the  tide  of  a battle  and 
led  to  victory ! 

The  spirit  of  this  illustration  has  been  caught,  and  presented  in  a fervent 
appeal,  which  recently  appeared  in  a missionary  journal.  The  writer,  who  is  a 
layman,  thus  addresses  the  churches  of  Christ  : 

“Drill  the  officers!  What  would  the  Union  armies  have  done  but  for  the  West 
Point  drill?  Set  the  ministry  on  fire;  and  the  churches  will  soon  be  in  a blaze, 
and  the  world  will  follow.  Preach  to  the  preachers;  and  may  God  help  you,  for 
the  world  is  perishing  of  ungodliness,  and  the  Church  is  asleep!  Get  the  minis- 
ters right,  and  alive,  on  this  subject,  and  they  will  preach,  and  pray,  and  talk, 
and  act  about  it,  and  the  people  will  catch  the  holy  fire;  Christ’s  altar  will  be 
loaded  with  gifts;  mighty  prayers  will  go  up  from  Christian  closets;  godly  women 
will  exchange  their  ‘pearls  and  costly  array’  for  simple  apparel,  that  the  ‘fine 
white  linen  of  the  saints’  may  adorn  their  pagan  sisters.  Then  the  Lord  Jesus 
will  no  longer  be  ashamed  of  us;  yea,  his  angels  will  begin  to  sing  and  shout  over 
an  evangelized  world !” 
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The  Board  of  Education  feels  its  great  responsibility  for  the  measure  of  influence 
which  it  exerts  over  the  candidates  for  the  ministry.  It  wants  to  make  that  influ- 
ence all  such  as  will  tend  to  raise  up  a godly,  wise,  courageous  generation  of  min- 
isters of  the  gospel  of  salvation — a generation  which  will  tell  the  mercy  of  Jesus 
to  many  “who  have  not  heard/'  and  who  shall  yet  be  called  “the  sons  of  the  liv- 
ing God/’  For  that  it  wants  your  pecuniary  contributions;  because  it  would  be 
mere  mockery  to  say  to  these  future  officers  of  the  Christian  army,  “be  ye  clothed 
and  fed,”  “be  ye  warmed  and  filled,”  and  “give  them  not  those  things  which  are 
needful  to  the  body.”  It  still  more  wants,  in  behalf  of  itself  and  its  wards, 
your  prayers;  for  it  is  prayer  which  brings  the  spiritual  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  Willis  Weaver  and  his  wife,  and  Miss 
Kate  McFarren,  on  her  return,  embarked  on  the  13th  of  October  for  the  mission 
in  the  United  States  of  Colombia.  Mr.  Weaver  is  a member  of  the  Presbytery  of 
Mahoning.  Dr.  S.  C.  Bliss  has  returned  to  this  country  from  Tungchow,  China, 
where  he  was  stationed  as  a medical  missionary.  His  views  of  duty  having 
changed,  he  does  not  expect  to  go  back,  and  intends  to  repay  to  the  Board  the 
expenses  of  his  medical  outfit  and  journey.  He  has  the  respect  and  kind  regards 
of  his  missionary  friends  at  Tungchow,  who  much  regret  his  withdrawal. 

Added  to  the  church. — Mr.  Schneider  mentions  the  admission  of  two  persons 
as  communicants  at  Bahia,  and  Mr.  Blackford  of  eight  persons  at  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Brazil — converts  from  Romanism.  Mr.  De  Heer  reports  six  new  converts  from 
heathenism  as  admitted  to  the  communion  of  the  Corisco  church,  Africa,  and  Mr. 
R.  M.  Deputie  mentions  that  three  new  communicants  were  admitted  to  the  church 
of  Monrovia.  Mr.  Wilder  gives  an  account  of  three  persons  received  as  communi- 
cants at  Kolapore,  India,  one  by  profession,  and  two  by  letter — these  two  being 
the  first  persons  so  received.  Mr.  Carrington  speaks  of  two  converts  from  Bud- 
hism  received  as  communicants  at  Ayuthia,  Siam.  Mr.  Loomis,  of  Japan,  reports 
the  organization  of  a church  in  Yokohama,  with  eighteen  members;  and  there 
were  other  Japanese  who  had  applied  for  baptism,  and  who  would  probably  soon 
be  admitted  to  the  church.  Dr.  Loomis,  of  San  Francisco,  mentions  the  baptism 
of  another  Chinaman  at  Maryville,  California.  Two  Chinese  had  been  previously 
baptized  by  the  pastor  of  the  church  there. 

Receipts,  from  May  1st  to  November  1st. — From  churches,  $71,874;  from  indi- 
vidual donors,  $5,257  ; from  legacies,  $13,782 — in  all,  $90,914.  Last  year  the  re- 
ceipts in  these  months  were  $128,125.  From  the  churches  and  individual  donors, 
this  year,  $77,131 ; last  year,  $99,438.

THE  RECEIPTS  NOT  YET  ENCOURAGING. 

The  returns  of  another  month  are  in,  and  the  deficiency  for  six  months  in  the 
income  of  the  Board,  to  November  1st,  is  $37,211 — see  particulars  in  the  para- 
graph on  Receipts  under  Recent  Intelligence.  To  October  1st,  for  the  period  of 
five  months,  the  deficiency  was  $33,052 — (and  not  $36,054,  as  stated  through  fig- 
ures misplaced).  In  both  cases,  the  falling  off  is  about  thirty  per  cent.  If  the 
same  rate  of  decrease  should  continue  until  the  end  of  the  year,  the  1st  of  next 
May,  a very  large  indebtedness  will  certainly  then  exist.  From  the  nature  of  the 
case,  the  missions  being  mostly  in  distant  countries,  no  further  reduction  of  their 
expenses  can  be  made  in  time  to  avert  this  result.  And  when  further  reduction  is 
made,  if  this  becomes  inevitable,  it  will  have  to  be  made,  so  far  as  we  can  now  see, 
by  giving  up  some  of  the  missions.  This  calamity,  we  trust,  is  not  to  be  appointed 
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to  us.  Hard  as  the  times  are  to  many  of  our  friends,  we  feel  persuaded  that  a 
general  and  earnest  support  of  this  cause,  by  those  who  are  able  to  give  more  or 
less,  will  set  it  free  from  embarrassment.  It  is  the  Lord’s  cause.  In  this  is  our 
greatest  encouragement.  May  he  give  it  favor  in  the  sight  of  his  people ! 

MEDICAL  MISSIONARIES. 

The  article  on  Medical  Missions,  in  another  column,  deserves  attention.  It 
takes  the  right  view  of  the  subject.  Our  Board  has  had  to  regret  the  early  return 
from  the  missions  of  several  medical  men  in  the  last  three  years.  We  think  in 
some  cases  the  cost  had  not  been  well  counted.  In  other  cases,  the  merely  pro- 
fessional view  of  their  position  was  altogether  too  prominent.  In  one  or  two 
cases,  the  failure  of  health  was  the  cause  of  return. 

It  is  clear  to  us, — 1.  That  medical  men  may  be  very  useful  as  missionaries,  using 
their  professional  skill  as  auxiliary  or  introductory  to  the  direct  work  of  making 
the  gospel  known,  and  that  only  physicians  who  intend  to  pursue  this  course 
should  be  appointed.  2.  That  a knowledge  of  the  native  language  is  indispensa- 
ble to  them  as  to  other  missionaries,  and  it  should  be  acquired  as  soon  as  possible. 
3.  That  missionaries  of  this  class  should  stand  on  the  same  footing  with  ordained 
missionaries  as  to  their  support,  their  disinterested  labors,  their  life-long  work. 
Several  medical  missionaries  are  needed  in  different  missions,  and  we  trust  the 
Board  will  yet  be  enabled  to  find  them  and  send  them  out. 


THE  WORLD  FOR  OUR  COUNTRY. 

In  missionary  speeches  we  often  hear  the  saying,  “ Our  country  for  the  world,” 
as  presenting  a strong  argument  for  the  duty  of  spreading  the  gospel  in  this  land. 
Here  is  the  base  of  missionary  movement;  convert  our  countrymen,  and  then  you 
will  convert  the  world.  If  viewed  in  one  light,  this  saying  is  true  and  important; 
not  much  will  be  done  for  the  conversion  of  the.unevangelized  nations  by  our 
people,  if  our  country  falls  off  into  irreligion,  scepticism,  Romanism,  or  Broad- 
chuiGhism.  Hence  we  all  agree  as  to  the  great  importance  of  our  varied  work  of 
Home  Evangelization  ; no  wise  or  good  men  should  undervalue  or  disparage  it ; 
every  Christian  should  regard  it  with  deep  sympathy. 

But  if  viewed  in  another  light — that  of  first  converting  all  our  countrymen 
before  we  try  to  convert  the  world,  this  saying  is  without  warrant  either  in  the 
Scriptures  or  in  the  history  of  the  Church.  In  this  sense,  it  cannot  be  reconciled 
with  the  general  tenor  of  the  gospel,  some  of  its  great  doctrines,  the  terms  of  the 
last  commandment,  the  example  of  the  primitive  Church,  nor  with  the  ways  of 
Providence  towards  the  nations.  We  boast  of  our  Anglo-Saxon  race— its  energy 
and  its  great  part  in  the  changes  of  the  world  ; but  it  is  little  we  can  see  into  the 
future.  We  remember  the  old  Jewish  pride  of  race,  which  was  quite' up  to  the 
Anglo-Saxon  level ; we  look  at  its  central  position  in  the  then  known  world  ; we 
recollect  its  extraordinary  gifts  of  intellect  and  of  energy  ; we  think  of  its  wonder- 
ful history  among  the  nations  ; and  we  can  easily  see  how  the  first  Christians, 
“beginning  at  Jerusalem,”  might  have  argued  that  their  duty  was  to  convert 
.their  countrymen  before  going  abroad  to  convert  the  world.  Perhaps  the  disci- 
ples of  Christ  were  so  minded  at  first,  but  if  so,  they  were  soon  taught  a better 
lesson.  The  Jewish  race  has  fallen  from  its  high  estate  ; but  we  hope  it  will  be 
restored  by  God’s  blessing  on  the  missionary  labors  of  his  people. 

It  is  of  course  true  that  we  should  seek  the  salvation  of  our  countrymen  for  the 
sake  of  the  world  ; but  the  converse  is  also  true,  we  should  seek  the  salvation  of 
the  world  for  the  sake  of  our  country — 
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1.  As  a means  of  neutralizing  or  remedying  certain  tendencies  to  evil  in  the 
various  churches  themselves.  We  refer  now  to  the  narrow  and  absorbing  claims 
of  local  interests,  and  to  the  unamiable  denominational  spirit  so  often  witnessed. 
Local  objects  must  indeed  receive  attention,  and  there  is  a true  denominational 
spirit  which  is  to  be  cherished;  no  church  can  be  built  up  on  the  basis  of  ignoring 
revealed  truth.  Bat  often  the  danger  lies  in  the  opposite  extreme,  and  a selfish 
spirit  is  manifested  which  can  see  little  .that  is  good  outside  of  its  own  denomina- 
tion ; hence  churches  are  planted,  and  supported  from  missionary  funds  often,  in 
towns  and  neighborhoods  already  more  than  supplied  with  the  means  of  grace. 
What  is  more  discouraging  than  to  see  from  four  to  six  or  eight  evangelical 
churches  in  a small  town  of  stationary  or  declining  population?  it  leads  irreli- 
gious persons  and  irregular  church  goers,  solicited  to  attend  so  many  churches,  to 
count  their  attendance  a favor  to  these  rival  churches  ; and  it  ends  in  many  cases 
by  their  going  nowhere.  It  uses  up  too  many  ministers  and  too  much  money  to 
sustain  them  and  to  build  churches  which  can  never  be  filled.  We  deplore  all  this, 
while  we  sympathize  deeply  with  those  of  our  own  brethren  who  are  laboring  in 
such  places.  We  need  not  here  consider  the  remedies  for  this  state  of  things, 
but  we  think  that  if  our  Christian  people  were  fully  engaged  in  the  great  work 
of  missions  abroad,  it  would  tend  to  correct  these  evils  in  some  degree. 

It  would  do  this  in  several  respects — by  the  broader  views  they  would  form  of  the 
sphere  of  Christian  duty  and  influence;  by  the  deeper  sense  of  the  spiritual  desti- 
tution and  necessity  of  those  who  have  never  heard  of  Christ ; by  the  experience 
of  Christian  graces,  called  for  and  fostered,  in  their  efforts  to  spread  the  gospel 
abroad — the  faith  in  Christ,  love  for  him,  self-denial  for  his  sake,  sense  of  his 
presence,  assurance  of  his  power  and  victory  over  the  nations.  We  are  far  from 
denying  that  these  graces  may  be  developed  in  our  evangelistic  work  at  home, 
but  in  the  same  work  abroad  they  are  at  once  indispensable  to  success  and  called 
forth  to  the  greatest  degree.  Now  all  this  bears  on  the  influence  and  power  of  the 
churches  at  home.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  causes  of  deep  solicitude  arrest  the 
thoughts  of  reflecting  men  amongst  us.  How  can  we  best  guard  against  acknow- 
ledged public  evils  ? How  can  we  best  unite  our  countrymen, — our  colored 
people,  our  Irish  Catholics,  our  German  rationalists, — in  the  common  bonds  of 
intelligence  and  virtue?  “We  have  heathen  enough  at  home;”  so  some  one 
objected  to  the  late  Bishop  Wilson,  of  Calcutta,  when  pleading  for  India  in  Eng- 
land. u Yes,  you  have,  but  it  is  only  missionary  piety  that  can  save  them.” 

2.  As  a means  of  promoting  the  piety  and  devotedness  of  our  Christian  people , 
we  think  the  ideas  just  suggested  go  far  to  show  that  the  cause  of  foreign  missions 
exerts  a benign  influence.  W e need  not  enlarge  on  this  point. 

3.  Asa  means  of  good  to  the  children  of  the  Church.  This  cause  will  help 
them  to  form  enlarged  views  of  their  work  in  future  life.  Their  training  for  use- 
fulness will  be  on  the  plane  of  the  gospel,  high,  noble,  and  wide  as  the  world. 
We  must  not  let  them  lose  the  benefit  of  missionary  biographies  and  books  of 
travel,  the  manifold  influences  of  our  work  in  China,  India,  Africa,  and  other 
foreign  fields  of  labor.  We  cannot  dwell  on  this,  nor  on — 

4.  The  connection  between  the  work  abroad  and  the  spiritual  interests  of  its 
friends  and  supporters  at  home  in  the  direct  blessing  thereby  given  to  them  by  our 
Lord.  Not  merely  does  this  work  react  on  the  intelligence,  piety  and  devotedness 
of  the  churches  of  this  land,  but  the  Saviour  fulfils  his  promise  to  them  ; he  is 
with  them  while  they  are  in  this  work,  and  he  is  not  with  them  when  they  neglect 
it.  What  examples  of  this  might  be  given  ! Our  own  history  as  a branch  of  the 
Church  might  well  be  referred  to  here.  See  how  all  our  home  interests  have 
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been  prospered  since  we  entered  as  a Church  on  the  work  of  foreign  missions.  If 
the  growth  of  these  missions  has  been  something  wonderful,  so  has  been  the 
progress  of  our  varied  work  at  home,  following  the  former,  in  some  important 
respects. 

Hence  if  we  would  enjoy  prosperity,  even  the  blessing  of  God.  on  the  sacred 
interests  of  our  churches  in  this  country,  we  must  cherish  the  work  of  missions 
abroad.  Because  we  love  our  country,  we  plead  for  the  foreign  work  of  the 
Church.  We  have  no  fears  that  any  of  its  home  interests  will  suffer  loss  by  our 
efforts  to  give  the  Gospel  to  other  nations;  we  seek  the  conversion  of  the  world 
for  the  sake  of  our  country. 


A CHURCH  FORMED  IN  YOKO- 
HAMA. 

The  Rev.  II.  Loomis,  writing  on  the 
22d  of  September,  sends  the  following 
good  news. 

Last  spring,  I wrote  to  you  of  the 
religious  interest  that  prevailed  in  our 
school,  and  also  in  connection  with  a 
preaching  service  that  I conducted. 
As  the  fruits  of  this  blessing,  we  had 
the  great  pleasure  of  organizing  a 
church,  under  the  care  of  our  mission, 
on  Sunday,  the  14th  inst.  The  whole 
number  of  members  is  eighteen.  The 
most  of  them  are  young  men  who  were 
attendants  upon  the  school  conducted 
by  Mr.  Green  and  myself. 

A part  of  these  were  baptized  in 
July ; since  that  time  their  conduct  has 
been  such  as  to  give  us  great  pleasure. 
They  have  shown  great  interest  in  the 
study  of  the  Scriptures,  and  have  been 
very  faithful  in  their  attendance  upon 
all  religious  service.  Several  have 
expressed  a desire  to  become  preachers 
of  the  gospel,  and  they  are  just  such 
material  as  is  best' adapted  to  work. 

New  inquirers  are  coming  to  us  very 
often.  Two  young  men  attend  the 
school  every  day  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  studying  the  Bible.  I have  calls 
to  visit  people  and  teach  them  about 
Christianity  almost  every  day.  Places 
for  preaching  are  opening  all  around. 
I have  given  up  the  school  to  Mr.  Green 
and  Mrs.  Loomis,  in  order  that  I may 
have  all  the  time  for  study  and  evan- 
gelistic work.  There  are  several  others 
who  appear  to  be  Christians  as  far  as 
they  know,  and  who  will  probably  be 
received  into  the  church  soon. 


ADDED  TO  THE  CHURCH  OF 
CORISCO. 

The  Rev.  C.  De  Heer  sends  the  follow- 
ing notices  of  additions  to  tbe  church, 
under  date  of  July  30th.  These,  and 
bis  account  of  the  narrow  escape  of  Mr. 


and  Mrs.  Bushnell,  of  Gaboon,  will  be 
read  with  deep  and  grateful  interest: 

Our  last  communion  season  was,  as 
usual,  deeply  interesting.  One  of  the 
bright  spots  in  our  history,  the  remem- 
brance of  which  will,  we  trust,  live 
within  some  new-born  souls  through  all 
time  and  in  a never-ending  eternity. 
Six  of  the  natives  were  admitted  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  church  upon  profes- 
sion of  their  faith,  four  females  and  two 
males,  all  of  them  adults,  their  ages 
ranging  between  twenty  and  sixty  years. 
The  oldest  is  the  mother  of  five  children, 
who  are  professing  Christians,  all  of 
whom  were  present  and  stood  as  wit- 
nesses when  the  aged  mother,  brought 
in  at  the  eleventh  hour,  professed  be- 
fore men  and  angels  her  faith  and  hope, 
and  kneeling,  received  the  solemn  sacra- 
ment of  baptism. 

The  youngest  of  the  new  converts  is 
a young  man  of  whom  we  entertain 
high  hopes,  he  possessing  most  attrac- 
tive qualities  that  promise  much  for  his 
future.  I brought  him  to  this  place  up- 
on a visit  north  about  a year  and  a half 
since.  He  feels  very  deeply  on  behalf  of 
his  people,  who  are  far  removed  from 
the  influences  of  Christianity.  May  it 
be  his  and  our  privilege  to  have  him  re- 
turn to  his  people  with  the  tidings  of 
salvation.  His  tribe,  the  Baraka,  are 
most  anxious  to  receive  the  gospel,  and 
have  repeatedly  offered  to  build  me  a 
house,  if  I could  come  or  send  some  one 
who  could  enlighten  and  instruct  them. 

The  other  four  received  were  less 
marked  characters,  perhaps,  but  with 
souls  no  less  precious  in  the  sight  of 
God.  The  entire  number  represented 
four  different  tribes.  On  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day,  four  were  admitted  in- 
to the  inquiring  class,  which  now  num- 
bers over  twenty  members. 

Our  semi-annual  meetings  of  Presby- 
tery and  Mission  were  held  here.  All 
the  male  members  of  the  mission  were 
present,  and  the  company  of  Mrs.  Bush- 
nell and  Miss  Nassau  added  much  to 
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our  enjoyment,  and  made  our  number 
almost  complete.  Five  young  men  were 
examined  and  received  under  care  of 
Presbytery. 

Brother  Nassau  arrived  among  us  in 
June,  in  good  health  and  spirits.  He 
has  been  appointed  to  visit  the  Ogovi 
river,  with  a view  to  work  interiorward. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bushnell  left  us  on  the 
14th  inst.,  in  a hired  cutter,  which 
proved  unseaworthy,  and  after  driving 
about  in  imminent  peril  day  and  night, 
they  returned  to  us  on  Thursday,  al- 
most exhausted  in  mind  and  body.  Our 
hearts  overflowed  with  thanksgiving  for 
lives  preserved.  It  would  occupy  too 
much  space  in  this  letter  to  tell  how, 
after  much  tossing  about  and  peril,  they 
at  length  reached  Gaboon ; but  it  makes 
us  realize  anew  how  much  we  need  our 
own  vessel,  now  soon  to  arrive. 


INTERESTING  ACCOUNTS  FROM 
BRAZIL. 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Blackford  writes  of 
the  missionary  work  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
as  follows,  under  date  of  September  23d. 

At  our  communion  on  the  6th  inst., 
eight  persons  were  added  to  our  church 
on  profession  of  their  faith,  all  converts 
from  Rome  or  rationalism.  One  of 
them  was  formerly  a great  devotee,  and 
was,  till  five  or  six  months  ago,  in  the 
habit  of  going  to  confession  once  a 
week  to  a Capuchin  friar,  who  did  all 
he  could  to  frighten  her  from  reading 
the  Bible.  Two  others  are  the  father 
and  mother  of  the  young  man,  the 
account  of  whose  conversion  is  in  the 
Foreign  Missionary  of  July.  They  are 
both  over  seventy  years  of  age.  The 
father  was  also  a rationalist,  but  of  a 
much  milder  type  than  the  son.  He  is 
a man  of  education  and  intelligence,  (a 
retired  military  officer),  was  always  a 
man  of  high  character,  a seeker  for  the 
truth,  and  of  deep  and  strong  convic- 
tions; and  he  fought,  step  by  step,  every 
change  of  opinion  on  his  part  till  the 
truth  and  Spirit  of  God  overcame  him. 
During  his  examination,  I told  him  the 
story  of  the  halfwitted  Scotch  lad,  who, 
when  asked  who  converted  him,  an- 
swered, 1 did  some,  and  God  did  some;” 
and  to  the  question,  What  did  you  do, 
and  what  did  God  do?  again  replied,  I 
did  all  I could  against  it,  and  God  did 
all  for  it.”  “ It  was  just  so  with  me,” 
said  the  old  gentleman  ; “ I resisted 
all  I could  ; God  did  all  for  me.” 

We  have  opened  a new  place  of 
preaching  in  one  of  the  suburbs.  A 


few  poor  men,  most  of  them  not  yet 
members  of  the  church,  joined  together 
and  rented  a room,  and  begged  us  to 
go  and  preach  to  them.  About  thirty 
were  in  attendance  last  Sabbath.  Five 
of  those  received  at  our  last  communion 
are  of  the  fruits  of  our  effort  in  S-. 
Christanao,  which  we  thought  so  dis- 
couraging. 

On  the  17th  inst.,  our  church  elected 
four  elders  and  three  additional  dea- 
cons. 

I send  you  pictures  of  our  church 
building.  The  larger  is  taken  from 
inside  our  own  grounds,  and  the  other 
from  the  street  outside.  In  the  rear 
in  both  pictures  a corner  of  our  little 
dwelling  appears. 

LETTER  OF  MRS  W.  F.  JOHNSON. 

The  following  letter  of  Mrs.  Johnson, 
wife  of  the  Rev.  W.  F.  Johnson,  of  our 
mission  in  India,  was  written  a short 
time  before  they  started  on  their  jour- 
ney returning  to  that  country.  Its  views 
of  Christian  duty  are  truly  impressive, 
and  we  think  our  readers  will  feel  drawn 
by  tender  sympathy  to  those  who  are 
thus  called  to  make  sacrifices,  almost 
the  greatest  that  can  be  made,  in  the 
service  of  Christ.  Well  may  we  all  re- 
joice that  grace  is  given  to  meet  such 
trials.  The  Saviour’s  presence  and 
grace  will  surely  be  with  his  servants 
and  their  dear  children. 

Hookstown,  Sept.  20th,  1874. 

Ladies  of  the  Missionary  Society  : — 
Dear  Friends — As  I cannot  be  with  you 
to  acknowledge  in  person  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  interest  you  have  taken  in  us 
as  missionaries  soon  to  leave  again  our 
dear  native  land,  I would  send  a message 
of  greeting  and  say  a parting  word.  It 
is  very  cheering  to  us  to  feel  that  you 
are  ready  to  help  us  in  the  good  work 
of  bearing  the  Gospel  to  the  dark  places 
where  Christ  is  not  known.  We  need 
your  help  ; hold  up  our  hands  ; give  us 
your  prayers,  that  we  may  have  the 
needed  strength  to  give  up  all  willingly 
and  joyfully  for  Christ’s  sake.  The  flesh 
is  weak,  and  when  I look  at  our  two 
dear  children,  so  soon  to  be  sepaated 
from  us,  to  miss  perhaps  for  years  a 
father’s  and  a mother’s  care  and  caresses, 
need  I tell  you  my  heart  aches  for  them  ? 
They  will  often  long  for  these  ; oh  how 
often,  how  constantly,  will  our  hearts 
go  out  to  them  1 

An  old  lady  said  to  me  the  other  day, 
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“ God  has  given  you  these  children  to 
train  for  him,  and  if  you  go  and  leave 
them  you  are  leaving  the  duty  he  has 
laid  upon  you/’  The  only  answer  ray 
heart  could  give  was  this  : “ He  that 
loveth  not  only  father  and  mother  more, 
but  son  or  daughter,  is  not  worthy  of 
me.”  Did  not  our  Saviour  in  these  words 
point  out  the  duty  of  even  this  sacrifice, 
at  least  for  some?  The  old  lady  studied 
over  the  matter  a little,  then  laid  down 
again  on  her  pillow,  for  she  was  sick 
and  aged — almost  home,  I thought,  from 
her  wan  look — saying,  “I  had  not 
thought  of  that;  I will  think  about  it.” 
I do  not  need  to  justify  our  going  to  you, 
whose  hearts  are  in  accord  with  the 
work  of  missions.  I only  mention  this 
to  show  you  that  we  ofcen  meet  with 
like  words  of  discouragement,  and  while 
our  hearts  are  bruised  and  aching,  we 
feel  them  more  deeply.  At  such  a time 
we  prize  the  sympathy  of  those  who  feel 
that  we  have  not  done  our  whole  duty, 
until  the  lands  where  woman  waits  in 
darkness  have  heard  from  woman’s  lips 
the  story  of  the  cross. 

It  used  to  make  me  feel  strangely  sad 
to  pass  along  the  crowded  streets  of  the 
city  of  Furrukhabad,  in  India,  and  think 
of  all  that  mass  of  people  so  busy  chaf- 
fering about  the  trinkets  that  could  only 
adorn  for  a few  days,  and  then  a hope- 
less life  beyond — “ a leap  in  the  dark.” 
What  a contrast  to  the  bright  hopes  of 
the  Christian  ! Let  us  not,  then,  be 
content  to  struggle  up  through  our 
pilgrimage  to  heaven  alone.  Let  us  all 
do  whatsoever  our  hands  find  to  do  with 
our  might,  that  we  may  lead  others  to 
share  the  hopes  that  brighten  our  path. 
May  God  speed  the  day  when  there 
shall  be  no  need  of  missionary  labor, 
but  when  this  land — India — and  all 
lands  shall  rejoice  in  the  service  of  one 
Lord.  Now,  dear  friends,  hoping,  work- 
ing, praying — may  we  all  be  faithful 
and  enjoy  the  presence  and  approval  of 
our  Master. 

Pray  for  us  and  our  dear  children, 
that  we  may  have  strength  for  every 
trial  and  patience  to  endure  to  the  end.

MEDICAL  MISSIONS. 

It  is  sometimes  said  without  due 
thought  that  a medical  missionary  dif- 
fers little  from  an  ordinary  medical  man , 
and  that  it  is  not  his  function  to  preach. 
The  simple  common-sense  view  upon 
this  subject  is,  that  the  Church  is  not 
ordained  by  its  divine  Head  to  go  into 


all  the  world  to  heal  diseases ; and  we 
are  misjudging  missionary  work,  as 
defined  by  the  Lord  of  missions,  if  we 
call  any  man  a Christian  missionary, 
and  tell  him  he  has  nothing  to  do  in 
making  known  the  gospel.  Besides,  we 
have  no  right  to  use  missionary  funds 
in  sustaining  a mere  philanthropist, 
who  goes  away  to  the  ends  of  the  earth 
to  heal  disease,  and  to  be  silent  regard- 
ing Him  who  is  the  Physician  of  souls. 

At  a recent  conference  at  Chefoo,  in 
China,  where  a large  number  of  mis- 
sionaries, representing  many  Christian 
bodies,  were  assembled,  our  missionary, 
Dr.  Henderson,  introduced  the  subject 
of  medical  missions,  by  some  well-timed 
statements  regarding  the  interest  of  in- 
telligent Chinese  in  medical  practice, 
and  the  influence  which  medical  ladies 
could  exercise  in  China  among  those  of 
their  own  sex,  who  were  inaccessible  to 
medical  gentlemen.  It  was  stated  in 
the  course  of  the  discussion  (not  by  Dr. 
Henderson),  that  it  was  not  the  part  of 
medical  men  to  preach.  Dr.  WilliamsoD, 
speaking  on  this  important  subject,  and 
on  the  question  of  female  agency  in 
China,  offered  some  remarks,  which  we 
quote  from  a Shanghai  newspaper : — 

Dr.  Williamson  observed  : “One  fact 
was  too  much  overlooked  by  the  .people 
at  home,  that  women  formed  one-half  of 
the  human  race,  and  that  in  China  the 
women  were  open  only  to  female  influ- 
ence. He  felt  sure,  if  this  fact  were 
realized  in  England  and  America,  far 
more  ladies  would  come  abroad  to  the 
relief  of  their  unfortunate  and  unhappy 
sisters.  He  did  not  agree  with  some, 
that  preaching  should  not  form  part  of 
medical  missions.  Some  men  had  no 
taste  for  preaching ; but  all  medical 
missionaries  ought  to  take  a part  in 
direct  missionary  work,  both  by  speak- 
ing to  the  patients  before  and  after 
treatment,  and  in  Sabbath-schools,  etc. 
Missionaries  were  thrown  upon  their 
own  resources  in  the  interior  of  the 
country  and  elsewhere.  It  was  impor- 
tant that  they  should  have  one  or  two 
years’  medical  tuition  in  addition  to 
their  theological  training.  The  great 
majority  of  cases  they  had  to  deal  with 
were  simple  diseases,  and  such  training 
would  enable  a person  to  cure  these, 
and  thus  be  an  influence  for  great  good. 
If  we  cannot  cure  the  ten  cases,  why 
not  try  and  cure  the  six,  or  five,  or  four, 
or  two.  He  would  advise  medical  mis- 
sionaries to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  native  practitioners.  A kindly  treat- 
ment, a willingness  even  to  consult  with 
and  advise  them  in  difficult  cases,  might

open  the  way  for  spreading  much  light, 
and  for  removing  the  prejudice  of 
native  doctors  to  the  foreign  system  of 
medicine.” 

On  the  subject  of  female  agency,  our 
Mission  Board  is  making  inquiries,  in 
the  belief  that  both  in  India  and  China, 
Christian  women,  especially  those  who 
possess  some  medical  education,  could 
do  Christian  work  among  girls  and 
women  with  great  advantage,  which  the 
associations  and  customs  of  the  people 
render  it  impossible  for  men  to  perform. 
On  the  subject  of  medical  missions,  and 
the  question  raised  as  to  the  right  and 
duty  of  the  medical  missionary  to  impart 
regularly  Christian  instruction  to  his 
patients,  our  Board  is  far  beyond  the 
stage  of  inquiry,  having  many  years  ago 
reached  the  state  of  clear  and  unhesi- 
tating conviction.  In  the  year  1861 
(see  Record  for  November  of  that  year, 
p.  201)  the  Board,  in  sending  out  their 
first  medical  missionary,  Dr.  Valentine, 
said  to  him:  “You  will  carefully  and 
prudently  take  advantage  of  your  posi- 
tion and  influence  to  commend  Chris- 


tian truth  to  your  patients,  and  through 
the  chinks  which  gratitude  has  opened 
to  drop  in  the  seeds  of  the  divine  word.” 
Our  Board  of  Missions  has  not  retracted 
one  iota  of  this  view  of  the  medical 
missionary  office,  but  has  taken  occasion 
from  recent  circumstances  to  issue  the 
following  minute,  dated  29th  September, 
to  all  our  medical  missionaries  in  Cala- 
bar, in  India,  in  China,  and  in  Japan: 
— “ It  was  agreed  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  medical  missionaries  respectfully, 
but  earnestly,  to  the  standing  instruc- 
tions of  the  Committee  regarding  their 
primary  duty  of  systematically  evan- 
gelizing their  patients  5 and  to  state 
anew,  and  affectionately,  to  these  dear 
brethren,  that  in  the  view  of  the  Com- 
mittee, as  representing  the  Church  and 
the  contributors  to  our  missionary  funds, 
it  is  matter  of  contract  with  these 
brethren,  that  they  make  their  medical 
work  not  their  chief  end,  but  a means 
to  the  higher  end  of  directing  their 
patients,  diseased  by  sin,  to  the  divine 
and  only  Physician  of  souls.” — JJ.  P. 
Miss.  Record , Edinburgh,  Nov.  1874.

THE  MISSIONARY  FUND  EXHAUSTED. 

In  common  with  the  other  Boards,  that  of  Publication  is  feeling  severely 
in  its  Missionary  Department  the  effect  of  the  “ hard  times. ” The  contri- 
butions to  its  Missionary  Fund  are  over  $7,000  short  of  what  they  were  up  to 
this  time  last  year.  The  Fund  is  now  entirely  exhausted , while  many  obliga- 
tions must  be  met  in  the  near  future.  In  view  of  this  state  of  affairs,  the 
Board  has  resolved  to  commission  no  new  missionaries  at  present,  and  to 
make  grants  of  books  and  tracts  very  sparingly  and  only  in  cases  of  urgent 
necessity.  Should  not  more  liberal  contributions  soon  come  in,  the  Board 
may  be  compelled  to  dismiss  some  of  its  missionaries  now  at  work  in  the  field. 
Meanwhile  earnest  requests  are  received  from  various  needy  portions  of  the 
wide  field  that  men  who  are  ready  to  work  may  be  commissioned,  and  urgent 
applications  are  constantly  coming  from  needy  churches,  Sabbath-schools, 
missionaries,  and  others  for  grants  of  books  and  tracts.  All  these  are  now 
of  necessity  postponed  until  the  Missionary  Fund  shall  be  replenished. 

We  hope  this  announcement  will  be  enough  to  induce  many  churches,  Sab- 
bath-schools, and  benevolent  individuals  to  come  to  the  help  of  this  good  cause. 
In  every  respect,  except  the  lack  of  money,  the  missionary  work  of  the  Board 
never  was  more  useful  or  prosperous.  To  every  one  who  takes  an  interest  in 
its  book  and  tract  distribution  and  its  Sabbath-school  work  we  would  say — 
Now  is  the  time  to  give  us  your  aid.  Every  dollar  sent  now  will  be  worth 
much  more  than  at  any  ordinary  time.

We  would  earnestly  request  our  ministers  and  church  officers  to  use  their 
influence  in  securing  the  use  in  their  Sabbath-schools  of  the  periodicals  and 
helps  published  by  their  own  Board.

THE  HYMNAL  APPROVED. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1874  adopted  the  following  minute : (See  pp. 
60,  61.) 

uThe  last  Assembly  having  approved  of  the  plan  and  progress  of  the  Book 
of  Praise,  instructed  the  Board  of  Publication  to  stereotype  and  publish  the 
same.  This  has  been  done,  and  the  hymn-book  is  to  be  made  in  four  forms: 
specimen  pages  have  been  submitted  to  the  Assembly,  and  the  known  qualifi- 
cations of  the  compiler  furnish  the  strongest  ground  of  confidence  for  its 
merits,  and  so,  it  is  earnestly  hoped,  for  its  adoption  by  the  churches/' 

This  hope  of  the  General  Assembly  is  being  fulfilled.  Already  has  the 
voice  of  the  Church  in  widely  separated  portions  approved  the  new  Presbyte- 
rian Hymnal.  The  fact  that  the  Board  of  Publication  has  not  been  able  to 
produce  the  book  in  quantities  to  meet  the  demands  for  it,  is  of  itself  a suffi- 
cient evidence  of  the  judgment  of  the  Denomination;  but  it  may  be  helpful 
to  some  who  hesitate  before  adopting  the  Hymnal  to  know  what  is  said  of  it. 
Our  space,  however,  permits  us  only  to  give  a few  samples,  taken  as  they 
come. 

By  the  Presbytery  of  West  Jersey,  it  was 

“ Resolved , That  the  new  Hymnal,  as  recently  issued  by  our  Board  of  Publi- 
cation, be  recommended  to  the  churches  under  the  care  of  this  Presbytery.” 

The  Philadelphia  Ministerial  Association,  after  a full  and  critical  examina- 
tion of  the  new  Presbyterian  Hymnal,  adopted  unanimously  the  following 
resolution : 

“ Resolved , That  in  view  of  the  great  desirability  of  harmony  and  uniform- 
ity in  the  psalmody  we  use  throughout  our  Church,  and  in  view  of  the  intrin- 
sic excellency  and  completeness  of  the  ‘Presbyterian  Hymnal,’  prepared  by 
the  authority  of  our  General  Assembly,  and  recommended  by  it  for  use  in 
our  churches,  we  most  cordially  commend  it  to  our  own  congregations,  as  the 
most  desirable  book  that  has  yet  been  published.”

“ Resolved , That  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  uniformity  in  the 
psalmody  used  in  our  churches,  our  congregations  be  urged  as  speedily  as 
possible  to  examine  the  new  Hymnal,  published  by  order  of  our  General 
Assembly,  preparatory  to  its  introduction.” 

By  the  Synod  of  Harrisburgh  : 

“ The  Synod  of  Harrisburgh  commends  to  the  adoption  of  our  churches 
the  new  Hymnal,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  The  desirableness  of  uniformity  in  the  hymnology  and  music  of  our 
churches. 

2.  The  peculiar  excellence  of  the  new  Hymnal,  in  its  selection  both  of 
hymns  and  tunes,  and  in  their  adaptation  ; in  the  exclusion  of  a large  num- 
ber of  hymns  with  which  most  of  our  modern  hymn-books  have  been  encum- 
bered ; in  the  preservation  of  the  standard  hymns  and  tunes  so  dear  to  the 
heart  of  the  church ; and  in  the  elegant  yet  inexpensive  manner  in  which 
the  book  has  been  prepared. 

3.  Because  it  is  the  book  prepared  and  published  under  the  direction  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

4.  Because  it  is  Presbyterian  in  its  origin,  in  its  preparation,  in  its  posi- 
tion as  authorized  in  its  publication,  and  will  also  be  in  its  pecuniary  result.” 

The  Synod  of  Baltimore 

“ Resolved ',  That  Synod  cordially  recommends  to  its  churches  the  adoption 
of  the  New  Hymnal : First,  because  uniformity  is  desirable;  Secondly , because 
it  is  the  book  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  ; Thirdly , because  of  its  superior 
excellence.” 

The  Bev.  Epher  Whitaker  sends  us  the  minute  of  the  Presbytery  of  Long 
Island,  unamimously  recommending  the  Hymnal  for  use  in  all  the  churches. 

From  San  Francisco,  The  Occident  thus  speaks  : 

“ Our  new  Presbyterian  Hymnal  is  receiving  much  praise  from  the  press, 
but  not  more  than  it  deserves.  Bev.  Dr.  Duryea,  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  compilation,  brought  superior  musical  attainments,  large  pastoral 
experience,  and  unwearied  application  to  this  labor  of  love,  and  assisted  by 
the  other  members  of  the  committee,  has  produced  a volume  as  near  perfec- 
tion as  any  book  of  common  praise  that  we  have  seen.  The  old  tunes  and 
hymns  are  restored  to  the  rhythm  and  versification  as  we  learnt  them,  and 
all  the  generally  approved  new  ones  are  introduced.  The  profits  of  this  pub- 
lication go  to  our  own  Board  and  Church,  an  important  consideration,  as  the 
Methodist  Book  Concern  can  testify  respecting  their  hymn  book.  A more 
full  notice  of  the  Hymnal  may  be  found  in  another  column.” 

The  Synod  of  Indiana  South,  at  Indianapolis,  October,  1874: 

“ Owing  to  certain  circumstances  in  the  past  history  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  we  are  using  a great  variety  of  hymn  books  in  our  churches,  some 
of  them  published  by  one  or  the  other  of  our  Boards  during  the  division, 
and  more  of  them  by  individuals  or  independent  publishing  houses.  Here- 
tofore this  state  of  things  could  not  well  be  avoided,  but  the  Church  now 
united,  harmonious  and  strong,  has  issued,  after  a careful  preparation,  a 
‘ Book  of  Praise/  which  many  persons  pronounce  equal,  if  not  superior,  to 
any  hymn  book  extant,  and  we  join  in  the  hope  expressed  by  our  last  Gene- 
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ral  Assembly,  that  it  may  be  adopted  as  the  book  of  praise  in  all  the 
churches  of  our  denomination.” 

But,  after  all,  the  action  of  the  churches  in  adopting  the  Hymnal  is  the 
surest  testimony  to  the  approval  of  the  book.  In  two  months  and  a third, 
there  were  actually  sold  50,497  copies,  and  many  more  were  ordered  but  not 
yet  delivered.

SHALL  THE  EVIL  INCREASE? 

Some  years  ago  we  ascertained  (by  sending  a circular  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
each  Presbytery)  that  we  had  634  organized  churches  without  houses  of  worship 
of  their  own.  During  the  ensuing  three  years  the  number  of  new  organizations 
reported  to  the  General  Assembly  was  489  (an  average  of  163  per  annum),  and 
during  the  same  three  years  the  number  of  sanctuaries  built  by  the  aid  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Erection  was  591,  or  an  average  of  197  per  annum.  This  was  a 
clear  gain  of  102  sheltered  flocks  in  three  years.  At  this  rate  of  increase,  we 
had  the  prospect  of  overtaking  church  organization  in  a little  less  than  nineteen 
years.  But  the  tables  have  turned.  In  the  last  two  years  344  new  churches  have 
been  organized,  and  only  326  houses  of  worship  have  been  erected,  thus  increas- 
ing the  number  of  shelterless  churches  by  18.  Again  we  ask,  Shall  this  evil  con- 
tinue to  increase?  for  most  assuredly  it  is  an  evil.  On  an  average,  each  of  these 
unsheltered  churches  costs  your  Board  of  Home  Missions  $500  per  annum. 
Many  of  these,  if  aided  to  the  amount  of  $500,  might  secure  the  erection  of  a house 
of  worship  which  would  soon  double  the  size  of  their  congregation,  and  thus 
hasten  the  day  when  they  shall  cease  to  be  dependent  upon  the  Board  for  the 
support  of  their  missionaries.  Nearly  all  of  these  unsheltered  churches  are  with- 
out Pastors,  and  may  be  thankful  if  their  Stated  Supplies  do  not  leave  them  in  utter 
discouragement.  Growth  and  progress,  under  such  circumstances,  is  impossible. 
The  church  becomes  dwarfed,  not  only  in  size  and  strength,  but  in  spirit;  a wil- 
lingness to  be  dependent — a craving  spirit,  settles  down  upon  them,  which  cuts  the 
nerve  of  noble,  generous  effort  to  build  up  the  cause  of  Christ,  which  will  cost  the 
labor  of  years,  on  the  part  of  a faithful  pastor,  to  overcome.  And  must  it  be 
that  the  number  of  such  feeble,  sickly,  inactive,  and  unfruitful  churches  be  multi- 
plied from  year  to  year,  like  barnacles  to  the  keel  of  a ship,  impeding  its  progress 
and  hastening  its  decay?  We  would  by  no  means  restrain  the  pioneer  missionary 
in  his  noble  work  of  proclaiming  the  gospel,  nor  hinder  him  in  his  efforts  to 
gather  believers  together  in  organized  bands  for  work  and  worship;  but  we  would 
call  upon  the  Church  at  large  to  help  us  to  shelter  these  little  flocks  before  they 
become  stunted  in  their  growth  and  craven  in  their  feelings,  so  that,  in  the  ardor  of 
their  first  love,  they  may  begin  the  active  service  of  God,  and  consecrate  the  dew 
of  their  youth  to  the  upbuilding  of  his  kingdom.  Every  church  that  is  worth 
organizing  is  worth  sheltering;  every  missionary  that  is  worth  being  commissioned 
by  our  Board  of  Home  Missions  should  be  furnished  with  a suitable  sanctuary 
into  which  he  may  invite  the  people,  and  within  whose  walls  he  may  proclaim  the 
blessed  Gospel.  Until  this  is  accomplished,  we,  as  a Church,  are  not  acting 
wisely,  nor  proving  ourselves  faithful  stewards  of  that  which  God  has  committed 
to  us.  The  faithful  husbandman  takes  care  to  garner  the  grain,  the  faithful  shep- 
herd provides  a fold  for  his  flock,  and  surely  the  servant  of  the  Good  Shepherd 
should  not  be  less  kind  and  faithful  to  the  flock  over  whom  “the  Holy  Ghost  hath 
made  him  overseer.”  But,  brethren,  it  is  needless  to  multiply  words.  This 
work  must  he  done , and  to  do  it  we  must  have  your  money — yes,  yours , not  some- 
body else’s  money. 

The  last  General  Assembly,  without  a dissenting  voice,  declared  that  for  this 
department  of  the  Church’s  work  the  sum  of  $150,000  was  demanded  and  ought 
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to  be  provided.  Seven  months  of  the  year  have  passed,  and  our  receipts  up  to 
this  date  have  been  only  $26,455.  How  much  of  the  remaining  $123,545  is  yours 
to  give?  We  have  already  been  asked  by  130  shelterless  churches  for  $76,500. 
Winter  is  at  hand,  and  many  that  are  struggling  to  complete  their  houses  of  wor- 
ship are  in  great  straits.  Enable  us  to  help  them  speedily.

WINTER  IS  AT  HAND. 

The  necessities  of  the  Relief  Fund  were  never  greater  than  they  are  now.  To 
meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  cause,  not  only  should  non-contributing 
churches  lend  their  aid,  but  the  contributing  churches  are  called  upon  to  increase 
the  amount  of  their  contributions  more  and  more. 

There  are  now  at  least  three  hundred  families  out  of  the  more  than  four  hundred 
who  are  on  the  roll,  that  are  now  pressing  their  claims  and  wants  on  the  attention 
of  the  Committee,  with  a pathetic  earnestness  which  the  Church  will  heed.

Some  of  the  parties  representing  the  applications  on  file  have  been  waiting  more 
than  six  months,  but  while  a debt  of  more  than  $10,000  remained  to  be  paid  the 
Committee  could  not  make  additional  promises.  In  the  mean  time  the  large 
amount  of  appropriations  already  made  has  been  reduced  as  fast  as  possible  by 
incoming  collections.  There  have  been  received  and  disbursed  since  April  1st, 
1874,  $43,110. 

The  sum  of  $67,000  additional  is  needed  to  make  up  the  $110,000  recommended 
by  the  last  Assembly.

“The  First  Sabbath  in  December” — named  as  the  day  for  collections  in  behalf 
of  our  Church's  work  among  the  Freedmen,  is  at  hand;  and  the  Committee  to 
whose  care  this  work  has  been  entrusted  earnestly  solicits  the  renewed  attention 
of  our  churches  to  its  interests. 

Growth. — For  this,  the  field  we  cultivate  has  adaptation  which  we  believe  is 
without  a parallel.  But  with  a decreasing  income  and  the  remains  of  the  ‘ Old 
Debt”  still  upon  us,  we  have  had  no  heart  to  attempt  actual  enlargement  of  the 
work.  To  care  for  that  already  in  hand  was  deemed  the  most  that  we  might 
undertake.  But  a healthy  child,  though  under  restraints,  will  grow,  and  will  in 
some  way  manifest  its  growth.  And  thus,  while  our  last  Annual  Report,  as  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  preceding  year,  shows  a decrease  of  4 ministers,  5 teachers, 
6 schools,  and  $3642,  it  nevertheless  shows  increase: — in  the  number  of  churches, 
12;  in  added  on  examination,  194;  in  total  number  of  communicants,  1045;  in 
Sabbath-school  scholars,  400;  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  our  higher  schools,  73; 
in  the  number  of  these  who  taught  part  of  the  year,  45;  in  the  number  of  months 
these  taught,  183  (over  15  years) ; in  the  number  cf  pupils  thus  taught,  2368 ; 
and  in  the  amount  of  recompense  received  by  these,  an  increase  of  $3420. 

Schedule  of  Work. — It  is  the  custom  of  the  Committee  of  Missions  for  Freed- 
men, in  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year,  to  make  out,  with  estimate  of  cost,  a 
schedule  of  the  work  that  may  be  undertaken — the  amount  being  fixed,  usually,  by 
the  cash  receipts  of  the  preceding  year.  But  this  year,  as  the  “panic”  had 
reduced  the  receipts  of  last  year,  it  was  deemed  safe  to  reckon  upon  the  receipts 
of  the  year  preceding  that,  and  the  schedule  was  made  out  accordingly,  the  aim 
being  to  continue  about  the  same  amount  of  work  undertaken  last  year. 

Reduction  of  Work. — As  the  months  advanced,  reduction  of  work  was  deemed 
necessary,  if  we  would  avoid  debt ; and  accordingly  a number  of  schools  have  been 
stricken  from  our  schedule.  This  will  be  sorely  felt  by  these  poor  people  who  so 
earnestly  desire  the  school  with  the  church ; and  by  our  ministers,  who  feel  that  in 
order  to  the  best  success  in  church-work,  the  parochial  school  is  an  essential. 
And  yet,  if  we  shall  conduct  the  work  through  the  year  without  incurring  a new 
indebtedness,  even  farther  reduction  may  be  found  necessary.  The  reason  for  all 
this  is 

Financial  Embarrassment — past,  present,  and  prospective.  This  has  come 
from  three  sources:  (1)  the  smallness  of  the  balance  in  hand  with  which  the  work 
had  to  commence  the  year;  (2)  the  falling  of  the  receipts  of  this  year  to  even  a 
lower  figure  than  that  of  last;  and  (3)  the  application  of  a considerable  portion  of 
these  reduced  receipts  to  liquidating  the  remnant  of  the  heavy  debt  found  upon 
the  work  at  Reunion. 

The  Remedy. — This  should  come  largely  from  two  sources  : (1)  by  non-contri- 
buting churches  becoming  supporters  of  the  work;  and  (2)  by  many  contributing 
churches  giving  with  increased  liberality.  It  must  be  expected  that  in  these 
times  of  business  depression  many  persons  will  find  themselves  unable  to  con- 
tribute as  heretofore.  But  the  deficit  thereby  can  doubtless  be  far  more  than  met 
by  non-contributing  churches  and  individuals  falling  into  line,  and  many  small 
givers  devising  and  executing  more  liberal  things  in  behalf  of  this  work.  Shall 
it  be  done  ? 

Let  it  not  be  Forgotten — that  since,  at  the  opening  of  the  late  war,  there  were 
17,000  colored  Presbyterians  in  the  South,  multitudes  of  these  poor  people,  with 
their  children,  are  of  our  “own  household”  of  faith  as  really  as  are  any  of  the 
white  population  of  our  Western  States  ; that  in  two  States  they  nearly  equal,  in 
two  more  than  equal,  in  one  nearly  double  the  white  population,  and  in  all,  out- 
number the  total  inhabitants  of  all  the  New  England  States  by  over  1,000,000 
souls;  that  while  our  churches  and  schools  have  done  much  to  enlighten  and 
christianize  many,  and  other  denominations  have  done  the  same,  the  whole  is, 
comparatively,  but  a little  ; that  vast  masses  of  these  poor  people,  especially  in 
the  far  South,  are  as  ignorant  to-day  as  Emancipation  found  them — many  of 
them  still  practising  rites  and  ceremonies  that  can  be  traced  only  to  a heathen 
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origin ; and  yet,  that  these  4,000,000  of  people  not  only  have  each  an  immortal 
soul  to  be  saved  or  lost,  but  with  all  their  ignorance  and  superstition  are  now 
American  citizens,  possessed  of  the  elective  franchise  in  our  own  country,  where 
the  people  rule. 

In  view  of  all  this,  who  wonders  that  the  writer  of  a recent  article  affirms, 
that  “ Neither  India,  nor  China,  nor  South  America,  nor  Africa,  nor  the  Isles  of 
the  Sea,  need  to-day  a vital  Christianity  half  so  much  as  does  the  negro  of  the 
Southern  States.”  And  to  give  him,  by  God’s  help,  this  “ vital  Christianity, ” is 
just  the  work  in  which  the  Presbyterian  Church,  through  her  Committee  of  Mis- 
sions for  Freedmen,  is  engaged.  Shall  caste  prejudice,  to  which  all  are  so  in- 
stinctively prone,  whatever  may  be  their  principles,  cause  her  to  embrace  but 
feebly  an  opportunity  for  doing  good,  a parallel  to  which  we  believe  is  scarcely 
to  be  found  on  the  face  of  the  earth  ? May  He  who  preached  the  gospel  “ to  tke 
poor”  prevent !
